“OUR LONDON CABLE 


SHY OF AMERICAN STOCKS 





Smal! Buyings Discovered, but Plenty 
of Enthusiasm Among Curbstone 
Punters—A Spurt in British Rail- 
road Stocks—The Market Gener- 
ally Encouraged by Imperial Gold 
Displacements.

LONDON, Nov. 18.—A man strolling 
down Throgmorton Street, our equiva- 
lent to Wall Street, any afternoon last 
week, ignorant of the city’s business 
ways, might easily have come to the 
conclusion that the lower end of it had 
fallen into the possession of a mob of 
bedlamites let loose. All day long the 
wildest dealing went on inside the Ex- 
change, and at 4 o’clock the crowd 
swarmed forth to continue the bellowing 
in the rain, for it rained all the week, 
with little interval to a late hour. Does 
this mean a revival of interest in Ameri- 
can rails among British moneyed people? 
I cannot find that it does. 

They begin to compare me to Dioge- 
nes going about brokers’ offices trying to 
discover, not an honest man, but an hon- 
est buyer of your railroad stocks, and I 
did succeed last week in discovering 
that one of the firms I visited which has 
extensive connections among the aris- 
tocracy and the wealthy middle class 
had bought 100 Atchisons. ‘“‘ But we did 
it on our own responsibility for a client 
who is away,” explained one of the part- 
ners. 

Dealing was none the less furious and 
prices advanced with a steadiness that 
proves a great force to be behind the 
market. I can only infer that the force 
is yours, and that, as yet, the energy dis- 
played on your side has only excited the 
enthusiasm of our curbstone punter. He 
is there right enough, roaring his loud- 
est, but I believe his pockets to be rather 
empty, for he usually has a lean and 
hungry look. Possibly we may start 
soon to buying your securities, but I am 
doubtful, because the monetary position 
is too clouded and our necessities in va- 
rious directions too acute for cheerful- 
ness, still less for a sanguine view of the 
market to be prevalent. 

We have had a considerable spurt in 
our own railroad stocks, but it all comes 
from the same class of irresponsible buy- 
ers, from bears rushing in close because 





a tip had been put round that coal was 
going to fall to its old price. With all 
this, the volume of good business doing 
on ’Change remains more limited than I 
have known it for many years. 

Once more our money market closed its 
week thankful that the bank rate had 
not gone up. It was even a little more 
cheerful, owing to the summoning of 
Parliament. Credit dealers reason thus: 

Our operations are hampered by the 
yovernment’s floating debt and our 
market is continually overpowered by. 
the Treasury disbursements that prevent 
us from establishing a steady firmness 
whether in loan or discount rates. When 
Parliament meets, we shall have a large 
new loan issued that will consolidate 
these floating debts and relieve our mare 
ket. Then we may be able to see our 
way, and if the loan is issued in good 
time and perhaps partly subscribed 
abroad, we may be relieved of our fears 
about gold. I give you the reasoning 
without subscribing fully to it, but fit has 
been of sufficient cogency to make the 
discount rate rather inclined to recede, 
although it still remains close to 4 per 
cent. for paper of all dates. 

Our market is also encouraged by the 
relief it has had through imperial gold 
displacements which have not come 
through London. You, for example, have 
drawn off nearly all Australian supplies, 
France, Egypt, and South Africa have 
got most of the Indian, and, in this way, 
it is argued, that perhaps £5,000,000 of 
the £10,000,000 I have said all along we 
required has already been found. 

Nevertheless our market must remain 
uncomfortable with its eye continually 
upon the barometer of foreign exchange. 
Your current trade balance is so stupen- 
dously in your favor that not even all 
the securities now apparently being 
bought in Europe on your account car 
relieve us from the fear that you may 
take more of our gold, and our general 
indebtedness abroad is, thanks to our 
wars, so greatly in excess of the totals 
customary at this time of year that we 
cannot sit down care-free and say, All’s 
well. A J. We

Conditions in the market for outside 
securities during the past week were 
somewhat more complicated than those 
which governed the course of prices dur- 
ing the preceding week, and in conse- 
quence the market moved with more ir- 
regularity. The general trend of prices, 
however, was an upward one, and at the 
close many substantial advances ap- 
peared. During the first few days after 
election a general feeling of confidence 
found expression in large purchases of 
stocks of nearly every description, and in 
nearly every issue of any prominence 
quotations advanced sharply. Last week 
profit taking on the advance appeared, 
and this naturally forced certain reac- 
tions. These, however, were not greater 
than might be expected under the cir- 
cumstances, and they were of a healthful 
rather than of a hurtful character. These 
retrograde movements merely served to 
place quotations on a firmer basis, and 
in this way they were an element of 
strength rather than otherwise. In many 
cases recoveries followed these reactions, 
so that on Saturday quotations for many 
issues were nearly at the highest. Rela- 
tively few issues showed net losses. 

In point of activity the market was 
not quite equal to that of the preceding 
week, though on some days the best sin- 
gle day record of the previous week was 
passed. Certainly there was a fair 
amount of outside buying. The advances 
and the character of the trading indicat- 
ed this. Naturally, however, traders 
took a large share in the market, the re- 
cent resumption of activity having given 
them a chance to make profits that had 
been denied them for a long time. 

The most prominent group were the 
copper stocks, nearly all of which were 
active and most of which showed 
strength. The interest in these shares 
seemed to be wider than this class of se- 
curities has attracted at any time re- 
cently. The good conditions reported to 
prevail in the copper trade and the very 
favorable outlook have called particular 
attention to the stocks of copper mines, 
and the result has been a much broad- 
ened market in these issues, accompanied 
by a very satisfactory increase in 
strength. Amalgamated Copper was the 
most active issue of the group and the 
one that attracted most attention, owing 
to its position as leader of the copper 
shares traded in in this market. The 
situation in this particular issue was 
somewhat complicated. There seemed 
to be a large short interest in the stock 
which was endeavoring to cover its con- 
tracts, and at various times during the 
week determined efforts were 
lower the quotation, but these were with-

week of 454 points. On some days the 
trading in this stock amounted to as 
much as 25,000 shares, an unusually 
large amount in the outside market. 

The other copper shares advanced with 
Amalgamated. British Columbia sold up 
to 20 and closed at about that figure, 
showing a net gain of more than 2 points. 
This. issue was quite active throughout 
the week, insiders seeming to be large 
buyers. Those associated with the man- 
agement of the company state that the 
prospects of the mine are excellent. 
Large bodies of ore have already been 
opened up, and it is said that these are 
constantly improving in character. Union 
Copper was another active issue of this 
group. Insiders are believed to be accu- 
mulating the stock, and it showed well- 
maintained strength. It sold up to 4% 
and closed at 4 bid, a net gain of three- 
quarters of a point. Tennessee Copper, 
though not as active as the other copper 
shares, advanced about 8 points. Ar- 
lington Copper, which was traded in for 
the -first time last week, was quite act- 
ively dealt in on some days. 

Some of the industrials were among 
the issues which were in best demand 
during the week. Many of these com- 
panies are expected to show very large 
earnings, and the prospects for the im- 
mediate future have led to a fair amount 
of buying of the industrials. Interna- 
tional Pump was a particularly promi- 
nent stock, and one which showed uni- 
form strength. It sold up to 2644, and 
closed at about that figure, with a net 
gain of over 2 points. The preferred 
stock reached the highest price recently 
recorded on Saturday, when it sold up to 
75%, closing at 74% bid. Rubber Goods 
was at times a very active issue, and 
both the comnion and preferred stocks 
ended the week at substantially better 
figures than those quoted the previous 
Saturday. Among miscellaneous stocks 
were not a few which showed substantial 
advances. Hoboken Ferry was very 
strong, on account of the increase in the 
dividend rate from 4 to 5 per cent. per 
annum. The stock sold up to $3 and was 
in demand at that price at the close, 
showing a net gain of 9 points. The 
consolidated 5 per cent. bonds were also 
in good demand and advanced substan- 
tially. 

A fact of particular interest in connec- 
tion with last week’s trading in the out- 
side market is that most of the stocks 
that were very active and in which 
prices were advanced most were found 
among the more substantial issues rather 
than among those which last year were 
speculative favorites, but which thus far 
have not made a showing which entitles 
them in any way to be considered among 
investment securities. It was not wholly 
among dividend paying stocks that the 
most strength showed, but those that 
were best taken were those generally ad- 
mitted to have very good prospects. 
Such stocks as the transportation stocks 
and some others which are still in what 
may be called a process of construction 
were not in much demand. Practically 
none of these issues showed improve- 
ment. General Carriage, a stock that 
seems to be constantly subjected to very 
apparent manipulation, shared no better 
than other stocks of this class which 
were left to themselves. 

Standard Oil advanced beyond the re- 
cent record price, selling up to 708, and 
showing at the close a net gain of 26 
points. On no day were the transactions 
in the stock larger than two or three 
hundred shares, and on several days they 
fell much below these figures. But it
